The case went to the jury at 4:48 
o’clock in the afternoon, following the 
charge of Judge G. H. Howard, and 
a verdict was reached at 8:45 o’clock 
at night. Carr received the decision 
of the jury with the nonchalance 
which has marked his bearing during 
the trial. 

May Indict Witnesses. 

Following conclusion of the trial 
Assistant Solicitor General John Hud- 
son announced that he would hold 
a conference today with Solicitor Gen- 
eral John A. Boykin on the testimony 
given by certain witnesses with qa view 
of bringing charges of perjury against 
them. Mr. Hudson declined to name 
the witnesses under fire. 

Carr, a young man, dressed styl- 
ishly and carrying himself with per- 
fect ease and seeming control, related 
the finding of the body. He said he 
happened into the apartment, shook 
the body and realized that the woman 
was dead. He then called friends to 
go to her and to “take detectives with 
them,” he said. . 

Carr denied that he killed Miss Jack- 
son or that he was with her on the 
night she met death. The defense

New York, January 8.—(/)—Five 
bodies, the entire family of Thomas 
King, a young chauffeur, were found 
lying on a bed in his apartment to- 
day under circumstances that mutely 
outlined an unusual tragedy. 

‘The last time the family were seen 
alive was Wednesday night, when 
King returned home. Police said King 
found his wife flirting with another 
man, who left. Neighbors then heard 
a great racket. Marks on the walls 
of the home showed that King chased 
his wife and children from room to 
room. He killed them all with a 
baseball bat. a Christmas gift to the 
eldest boy from his mother. The chil- 
dren ranged from 1 to 5 years old, 
two boys and a girl. 

He piled all the bodies on the bed. 
Taking that of the baby boy. aged 1, 
in his arm, he lay down beside them 
and cut his throat. 

An autopsy tonight disclosed that 
Mrs. King would have become a moth- 
er in about two months, and that King 
died from gas poisoning. and not from 
the self-inflicted wound. Traces of 
gas were found in the lungs of Mrs. 
King and the children. showing they 
died soon after King had turned on 
‘the gas to end his life.

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CHAPTER XXXVI. 
The Battle of Atlanta. 

The prophet Jonah went to a great 
city erying “Yet forty days and 
Ninevah shall be overthrown!” It is 
not recorded that General Shéerman 
came hither with a like burden on 
his lips, but it actually teok him so 
many days to reduce Atlanta and 
occupy it. 

The siege began on the 20th of July. 
1864, as igh sesvente recor..ed, when the 
first shell dropped upon the city. 
General Hood, with his fighting blood 
thus challenged, gave battle at once. 
Iie inassed forces in position to strike 
the federal lines north ard east of 
the city at what might favor suc- 
Little more than “feeling. ges- 
were made on ihe 21st, but 
on the 22nd che real movement was 
ordered and ihe Confederate forces 
disposed between the McDonvugh and 
Decatur roads began to assail the fed- 
eral lines, under General MePher- 
son. 

Soon the :ight was raging along 
an extended point. The Confederates 
charged with the most furious cour- 
age, driving back the veterans of 
Sherman in confusion, but only to 
see their commanders steady them 
again into line, and t. be thrown back 
No great- 
er intrepidity was ever showr. by the 
soldiers of Frederick the Great. Na- 
poleon, or Wellington, than was ex- 
hibited by the southern trocps that 
fateful day.

The spot 
on which he fell is now .n the city 
limits, marked by a standing cannon, 
and his memcry is honored by the 
government in the maintenance here 
barracks for many

Despite the naeroie «nd bloody ex- 
penditures of the Confederates the for- 
tunes of the day went against them 
and when night fell it had become evi- 
dent that the best strategy in sight 
was to withdraw into the city, 
strengthen its ceferses and try to 
hold it against the siege Sherman was 
about to set up. 

One of the most thrilling events 
of the siege that>followed was a spec- 


ies of the two armies. It took place 
on Peachtree road, extending on either 
side, staged from the hill tops that 
stood out east and west above the 
course of Peachtree creek. Ten Con- 
federate batteries opered the fray 
with solid shots and shrapnel shells 
and were answered with more than 
gun for gun by eleven cennected bat- 
teries on the federal side. 

Conspicuous upon the, Confederate 
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side was Howell’s battery, command-

imperishable Atlanta fame. His guns 
held the center of the Confedera 
line-up and played upon the enem 
from about the present location of 
the J. J. Spalding residence.

from General Sherman. He learned 
its ‘dentity and after the war sought 
the acquaintance of Captain Howell.

The almost constant bombardment 
of the city during the siege wag har- 
assing and destructive. Homes and 
lives were in continuous jcopardy and 
were often yielded to the fatal mes- 
sengers. But in spite of .hese perils 
and losses, the people .plucked u 
their spirits and confidently assu 
each other that “the d—d yankees 
cannot take the city” and defiverance 
would yet be brought to it. 

But the rapidly wasting resources 
of the south were realized and those 
cheering assurances became less as- 
suring day by day. Every byway 
and backwoods of the southern area 
not in enemy hands*was being comb- 
ed for men and youths able to carry 
n musket and stand behind a breast- 
work. Desertions from the embattled 
ranks were multiplying and an army 
of wir-cripples were filling the homes 
behind the contending armies. North- 
ern prisons were crowded with Con- 
federate captives—enough to make a 
large and forceful army could they 
have been freed by exchange. : 

The necessaries of life in the city 
became scarcer every day. Employ- 

ent was mostly in government. works 
and the pay, when it was forthcoming, 
was losing purchasing power with 
every rising sun. VDrices of provisions 
and apparel soared te prohibitive fig- 
ures for all those who had no re- 
served surplus to sustain them. Com- 
munications with the outside were 
maintained precariously, but the sym- 
athies and willing secrificer of our 
ellow-citizens yet unbeleagur 2d kept 
us enough supplied so ‘that no one was 
reported to have starved to death in 
our midst. Frequently the food stuffs 
gathered for the soldiecs had to be 
rationed to their poor and hungry 
friends. - 

In the latter days of August it -be- 
came certain to most of the citizens 
that the fall of Atlanta to the hands 
of the besiegers could net be prevent- 
ed. General Hood was sternly reti- 
cent and would not disclose whatever 
plans were forming in his mind. News 
brought in from Richmond gave no 
hope of reinforcements and _ relief. 
Slowly the people sensed the inevi- 
table coming cvent and those whe 
could get passes and passage out be- 
gan te go away as i.fugees to points 
of safety. The writer’s family got 
away to Griffin with others and every 
town south, cast and west of the 
city received some of the fugitives. 
The effects of banks, newspapers and 
merchants were sent away to escape 
the vandalism an“ destruction expect- 
el from the enemy when the city 
should come into its hands. 

In the end of the menth, in a sud- 
den and fear-quaking w? , Atlanta 
was abandoned to whatever fate await- 
ed her helpless people.

NEGRO INVASION 


Washington, Janunary 8.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Protests have come _ to the 
house immigration committee from 
realtors and others in Detroit against 
the inflow of southern negroes to the 
Michigan city, which; it is claimed, is 
causing an increase of crime there 
and making an increase of taxes nec- 
essary for suppression of crime and 
for care of paupers. 

The protests were turned over to 


Representative Rutherford, of Geor- 
gia, and Box, of Texas, by Chairman 
Johnson, of the committee, for an in- 
vestigation. It is not believed that 
anything can be done, except in way 
of publicity in letting negroes know 
the situation in the Michigan city. 
One protest asked that a United 
States marshal be dispatched to De- 
troit to deport the negroes to their 


isouthern homes. 


A protest from the Detroit realtors 
committee requested that the negroes 
should be ‘halted in their march on 
Detroit: that a law or regulation 
should be made for their deportation 
to the southern states.” 

Included in the protests were news- 
paper clippings telling of crimes com- 
mitted in Detroit by negroes. 

The protest from the realtors say 
that “northern negro agitators are 
promoting agitation and turmoil” and 
“talking social equality, steady em- 
ployment and inutermixture of settle- 
ment and residence.” 

Detroit has heard, it is set forth, 
that 200,000 negroes are moving from 
the southern states toward that city. 
Their coming, it is stated, will re- 
duce the value of Detroit 
$200,000,000.

The next step in the fight for a mil- 
lion will be a suit in chancery, where 
testimony and evidence, excluded from 
the circuit court hearing, will be pre- 
sented. Only two servants in the 
Shepherd home, who signed the will 
as witnesses, were allowed to testify 
before Judge Scanlan.
